The inner 
dial marked with numbers indicating minutes revolves. 

The hand or pointer is attached to the inner dial and 
revolves with the inner dial (relative position of hand to 
number on dial always remains the same.)

Commercial America in 1906. 


OMMERCIAL America in 1906,” is the title 
of a monograph just prepared by the Bureau 
rece) of Statistics of the Department of Commerce 
ai and Labor. It states the total foreign com- 
merce of all American countries in the latest year for 
which statistics of the various countries are available 
at five and one-half billions of dollars, speaking in 
round terms, out of a world’s total of over twenty- 
seven billions of international trade. 

Of this total of five and one-half billions of com- 
merce of all America, three billions, still speaking in 
round terms, is that of the United States, and two 
and one-half billions that of the other countries of 
America, including in this the West India Islands. 
Considering the imports and exports separately, the 
total imports of all America are set down at two and 
one-quarter billion dollars and the total exports three 
and one-quarter billions. Of the imports, amounting 
to two and one-quarter billions, about one-half are 
those of the United States, and of the exports, 
amounting to three and one-quarter billions, over one 
and three-quarter billions are those of the United 
States, and a little less than one and one-half billions 
those of the other countries. 

Considering that part of America other than the 
United States, the imports in the latest year for which 
statistics are available aggregated 1,118 million dol- 
lars, of which 407 millions, or 36%4 per cent, was 
drawn from the United States; the total exports from 
all the American countries other than the United 
States were 1,402 million dollars, of which 455 mil- 
ions, or 32% per cent, was sent to the United States. 
These figures showing the share of imports of Amer- 
ican countries drawn from the United States and of 
their exports sent to the United States are especially 
interesting when compared with similar statements 
for earlier years. An analysis of the trade of Amer- 








ican countries in 1897, made by the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, showed that the total imports of all those other 
than the United States for which trade statistics were 
then available were 652 million dollars, against 1,118 
millions, as shown by the present compilation, and 
that of these totals 26.57 per cent of the imports of 
1897 was drawn from the United States, while 36.5 
per cent of the greatly enlarged total of the present 
time is drawn from the United States. The exports- 
of the American countries other than the United 
States are set down at 786 million dollars in 1897, 
against 1,402 millions by the present compilation, 
32.15 per cent of the exports of 1897 having been 
sent to the United States, against 32.5 per cent at the 
present time. Speaking in very general terms, it may 
be said that the American countries other than the 
United States, taken as a whole, draw a little more 
than one-third (36.5 per cent) of their imports from 
this country and send slightly less than one-third (32.5 
per cent) of their exports to this country. 

In those countries of South America fronting upon 
the Caribbean sea the share of the trade with the 
United States is large, while the South American 
countries lying at a greater distance and to which 
merchandise can only be sent by circuitous routes, the 
share of the imports supplied by the United States, 
and in most cases the share of the exports sent to the 
United States is much smaller than in the case with 
those South American countries fronting upon the 
Caribbean. 

The extent of our commerce with other countries 
of America is important in its effect on our national 
prosperity. Canned goods packers are affected in- 
directly, as the South and Central American countries 
are not large consumers of canned fruits and vege- 
tables from the United States.

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From all sections of the United States our advices 
show a distinctly more optimistic feeling existing in 
the canned goods and grocery trades in general. It 
does not necessarily follow that there has been a 
material increase in transactions in spot canned goods. 
On the contrary, the market in spot goods continues 
quiet, but it would be a very rare exception to the rule 
if it were otherwise. December is expected to be a 
very quiet month in spot canned goods staples, for 
the sufficient reason that the jobbers find their time 
fully consumed in handling the Christmas specialties 
business, which is always very large in volume and 
forces neglect of the staple lines while the rush for 
supplies of holiday lines is on. 

The prevailing quiet in staple canned goods does 
not cause a rush of packers to unload, forcing a re- 
cession in values. The situation is so strong statistic- 
ally that values are holding up surprisingly well, when 
the monetary conditions prevalent are considered, 
without thought to the relation of supply to demand. 
Canned fruits and vegetables are as a whole as strong 
or stronger at the close of the year than they have 
ever been in the past. The stocks are very small as 
compared with the records of recent years. 

As regards tomatoes, an article produced this year 
in greater abundance, relatively, than any of the others 
under consideration, the testimony strongly indicates 
that the goods moved rapidly into distributive chan- 
nels and that packers’ present holdings are but a small 
percentage of the total output. It is needless to specify 
other lines, for they will, almost without exception, 
open up the new year in strong position than any 
previous year that we can recall. In this general state- 
ment we include all varieties of canned fruits, also all 
descriptions of fish in tins, while peas have for weeks 
been extremely scarce and the quantity of corn in 
packers’ hands at present is but a fraction of the size 
of their holdings at the close of 1906, 1905 or 1904, 
all years in which production was very much heavier 
than in 1907. 

Tomatoes in Baltimore have been quiet during the 
week, but market and monetary conditions have im- 
proved there very noticeably. As a report worth 
quoting says, “Our bank friends are again commenc- 
ing to loan money on canned goods as collateral and 
that is the best feature in the situation. Whenever 
the money lenders recognize the fact that canned 
goods have an intrinsic value the jobbers can safely 
take their cue from them. Holders of tomatoes feel 
more encouraged this week because trading in that 
article has been resumed and some medium sized lots 
have changed owners during the week.” A second 
authority at Baltimore says: “There is some little 
buying of tomatoes from day to day. Nothing heavy, 
but apparently enough to keep the market from de- 

clining further. The present depressed state of affairs 
does not seem to deprive holders of tomatoes of their 


confidence in the future of the market. The fact is 
that most of them are in good position to hold the 
goods they have left. The year 1907 has been a good 
one for packers in this section and while the exact 
figures as to the holdings are not available, it is very 
doubtful if the entire stock left in first hand is more 
than 10 per cent of the entire pack. As far as Balti- 
more City proper is concerned, the percentage of the 
pack on hand, we think, is even smaller than this. Re- 
ports coming in from quite a number of jobbers indi- 
cate that no large stocks are being held throughout 
the country by the jobbing trade. Without making 
any predictions, it is pretty safe to look forward to 
some good buying of tomatoes after the turn of the 
year.” 

We quote the following from a statement issued by 
Strasbaugh, Silver & Co., Aberdeen, Md.: “With the 
monetary situation somewhat improved and the pros- 
pects of more ready money, a relaxation of the hoard- 
ing grasp and general improvement probable in the 
near future, tomatoes are again looking up and the 
general feeling is decidedly better than it has been 
for some weeks past. There has been an exceptionally 
good demand for 3s standard tomatoes, country 
packed, for buyer’s label, and owing to the extremely 
light stocks of goods remaining in packers’ hands and 
only a small percentage heing adaptable to buyer’s 
label, as it is a custom with the packers to label prac- 
tically all their goods before cold weather sets in, it is 
exceedingly difficult to locate buyer’s label lots under 
82% to 85 cents. Quite a bunch of bids at 7714 cents, 
f. o. b., for packers’ label have been turned down and 
the number of sales have been made on a basis of 80 
cents, offerings at this price are considerably lighter 
than they were a week ago and the tendency is upward 
just as quick and as fast as the financial wheels begin 
to run more smoothly. As 2s tomatoes are scarce, 
there is considerable interest shown in this size; re- 
ports indicating that they can be bought at 60 cents, 
f. o. b., cannot always be verified, although in some 
cases, this has been a lever in obtaining 62%4-cent of- 
ferings on this basis.” 


Tomatoes— 


Spot tomatoes continue slow here. Business at 85c 
per doz. has been done in western No. 3 standards. 
Offerings are very light. Indiana and other western 
canners are not in the market with future offerings as 
yet, though a sale of 1908 packing at 85c per doz. for 
No. 3 standard has been made during the week for 
an Indiana cannery. On spot tomatoes packers own- 
ing full standard quality are asking in a number of 
instances 9oc factory. We heard a quotation the other 
day of $2.75, f. o. b. factory, for No. 10 standard 
Indiana tomatoes. Our Baltimore and New York 
correspondents cover the tomato markets in those cen- 
ters in their letters published elsewhere in this issue. 
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Corn— 

Corn is held, as a rule, up to values ruling last week. 
Seventy cents, f. o. b. factory, is generally asked by 
western canners for standard grade; some is quoted 
at 67'%4c factory. The pack this year was so light as 
compared with the last two or three seasons that pack- 
ers, as a rule, are confident of their position. New 
York reports say there is a quiet, steady market on 
corn, with State standards offered at 80c to 85c per 
doz. 

Fruits— 

In a general way the demand for canned fruits dur- 
ing the week reviewed has shown improvement. Prices 
are firm all along the line, with, of course, very light 
offerings in all descriptions. The following are some 
quotations on Michigan fruits: No. 1o standard un- 
peeled yellow pie peaches, $3.50; No. 2% standard un- 
peeled yellow pie peaches, $1.35; No. 2 choice peeled 
yellow peaches, $1.40; No. 2% peeled yellow peaches 
in 20-degree syrup, $2.10; No. 2 unpeeled choice yel- 
low pie peaches, $1.00; No. 10 standard plums, $3.25 ; 
No. 10 blackberries in sanitary cans, $5.50. The fol- 
lowing is a list of Baltimore quotations on peaches: 
No. 3 pies, unpeeled, $1.45; No. 10 pies, unpeeled, 
$4.60; No. 2 seconds, white, $1.30; No. 2 seconds, 
yellow, $1.30; No. 3 seconds, white, $1.85; No. 3 sec- 
onds, yellow, $1.90; No. 2 standards, yellow, $1.50; 
No. 3 standards, white, $2.15; No. 3 extra standard, 
yellow, $2.50. 

Asparagus— 

On account of the very short supply of asparagus, 

prices hold firm and will continue so. 


Pum pkin-- 
Western packers have pumpkin that they would sell 
at 7oc for No. 3s, $2.50 for No. 10s. 


Apples— 

Apples are dull here, and the feeling is usually de- 
scribed as easier. We hear $2.90, f. o. b. Michigan 
factory, quoted for spot No. tos. New York packers 
are holding at $3.00 or better, f. o. b. factory. 


Sweet Potatoes-- 

Sweet potato stocks are light, in fact scarce, and 
the market firm, as this item is not packed to any ex- 
tent in the west. We quote eastern offerings at goc, 
f. o. b. Maryland peninsula factories. Some brands 
have sold at considerably higher than this, up to $1.15 
per dozen. However, within the last few days we 


have heard of a few offerings from Baltimore at $1.00 
per doz. 








Oysters— 


Packers report a fair demand for new oysters. Beal. 
timore quotes Chesapeake Bay pack, f. 0. b. there. at 
80c for 4-0z., 85¢ for 5-0z., $1.60 to $1.65 for 8-o7 
$1.75 for 10-0z. 2 


Sardimes-- 


Domestic sardines are firm at prices ruling a week 
ago. Regarding the situation in Maine, a report from 
Eastport says that the sardine factories are now en- 
tirely closed. and that the stock in the hands of djs. 
tributers is the lightest ever known. According to 
one report, packers have not more than 8 per cent of 
the usual surplus to carry them until next season. The 
total season’s pack along the Maine coast is estimated 
at 1,325,000 cases. 


Salmon— 


The market for salmon has not developed new fea- 
tures of importance since our last report was published, 
The situation is very strong, as we have previously 
pointed out, and stocks of all grades in canners’ hands 
are now very light. In this connection the Griffith- 
Durney Co., San Francisco, report under date of De- 
cember 4 that they “are confident that the stocks in the 
hands of jobbers are even lower than we suppose.” 
They offer, f. o. b. San Francisco, red Alaska talls at 
$1.20, stating that possibly $1.17%4 would be con- 
firmed ; red Alaska halves, 95c, with possibility of con- 
firmation at goc; Alaska pink talls, 80c; Alaska king 
talls, $1.10; sockeye halves, $1.10; cohoe halves, 8oc; 
Columbia river silverside halves, 80c. They offer, f. 
o. b. Puget Sound, red Alaska talls at $1.1714, Alaska 
pink talls at 80c, chum talls at 75c; sockeye flats at 
$1.80, sockeye halves at $1.10 per doz.

Smaller Indiana Tomato Crop. 


Figures on the tomato crop in Indiana for 1907, 
just compiled by Miss Mary Stubbs, state statistician, 
show a decrease in the crop this year from that of last, 
when the total amount of tomatoes produced was 2,- 
897,582 bushels. This year the crop totaled 2,708,303 
bushels. The increase in the crop failed to keep pace 
with the increase in the acreage, showing that the 
crop was poorer in quality this year than last. In 
1905 the total crop was 1,986,525 bushels. 

The total acreage this year was 21,705, while that 
of 1906 was 19,194 and that of 1905, 15,013. The 
average yield per acre this year was‘124.08 bushels. 

Tipton county reported the heaviest crop, leading 
with 293,550 bushels. Scott county was second, with 
230,193 bushels and Clark county was third with 184,- 
291 bushels. Scott county led in 1906 with 393,455 
bushels, while Marion county led in 1905 with 238,875 
bushels. Floyd county this year reported the largest 
average yield per acre, that of 305.08 bushels. 

Last year Scott county reported the highest acreage, 
1,999. In 1905 Scott county led with 1,828 acres. 
Scott county was again to the front this year with the 
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largest acreage, a total of 2,265 acres being planted in 


that county. 





Chicago Food Products Defended by Secretary 
of Agriculture. 


“Chicago is the world’s kitchen and those who at- 
tempt to deny the methods employed to insure purity 
in foodstuffs prepared there are either ignorant of the 
facts or out to circulate deliberate lies,” said Secretary 
Wilson to the foreign correspondents of newspapers 
in England, France, Belgium and Switzerland the 
other day, in answer to repeated libels published for 
the most part in the German press on Chicago food 
products. Secretary Wilson was speaking for the in- 
formation of foreign meat consumers, who are being 
misled by these publications. . 

“Chicago foodstuffs are the purest and most whole- 
some in the world,” continues the report sent abroad 
on the authority of the secretary of agriculture. 

Germany, according to Mr. Wilson, is the worst 
offender in connection with the publication of “meat 
dope” and recent newspaper articles brought to the 
notice of the department of agriculture compelled him 
to give the lie direct to those who asserted that any 
kind of preservative or adulteration was used in any 
shape or form in the packing of foodstuffs. Great 
Britain came in for a share of praise from Mr. Wilson 
because of the recent government contract for canned 
meats awarded a packing company in Chicago. It 
showed, he thought, the confidence King Edward’s 
government had in the working of the new meat in- 
spection and pure food laws and in the officials placed 
in charge at the packing plants to see these laws en- 
forced. 


Secretary Wilson pointed out for the information of 
foreigners that he had had agents in every country in 
the civilized world report to him on the methods of 
handling meat and in no single instance did the reg- 
ulations approach those of the United States in strin- 
ency. 


Howard Thomas Passes Away. 


Howard Thomas, who was in the canning business 
for more than twenty years, died at Moorestown, N. 
J., on Dec. 1, 1907. Mr. Thomas started in the can- 
ning business at Alloway, N. J., in 1886. Later he 
sold the Alloway plant and removed to Fairport, N. 
Y., and bought a cannery at that place, where he con- 
tinued as a packer until 1901, when he sold the Fair- 
port factory to the Fairport Packing Co., and the 
same year established a large canning plant at Grand 
Rapids, Mich., where he continued to pack until death 
overtook him. 

Howard Thomas was fifty-seven years of age. He 
was held in high esteem by every one with whom he 
came in contact, and his death removed from the can- 
ning industry one of its most respected members. Mr. 
Thomas had been in failing health for quite a long 
time.

Seattle, Wash., Dec. 7, 1907. 

Eprror CANNER—Brokers indicate little change in the 
market situation with the exception of the fact that brokers 
have been selling Alaska reds on a $1.20 per doz. basis. The 
price of $1.15 can be said to no longer prevail with the pack- 
ers owing to the fact that the packers have virtually none 
of this grade to offer. Pink salmon is still in good supply 
at the advanced price indicated in a previous letter, but we 
understand that even in this grade, out of a total pack of be- 
tween 300,000 and 400,000 cases, only about 50,000 cases still 
remain in first hands. 

There has been some sign of lessening in the demand from 
the English market, but this is only believed to be due to a 
temporary condition which will not last long, owing to the 
fact that jobbers in that country have considerably lower 
stocks than last year. If the demand is as great from the 
English market during the next six or seven months as it 
was last season, the present stocks will be greatly lessened 
and a new demand will set in. Of course, should the finan- 
cial situation affect consumption either in the United States 
or England, it might have the effect of causing lower prices 
next year. 

This is not thought likely in either this country or Europe, 
however, as canned salmon even at the advanced price, sells 
on the grocers’ shelves as a reasonably priced food product 
which will take the place of meat. For this reason, stringent 
times should aid actual consumption, now that the consumers 
generally have been educated to eat canned salmon. 

To show that there is no reason for a continued weak 
market in England, a Seattle broker brings forth these figures 


giving a comparison of the amount of salmon on hand now 
compared with former years. At the present time total stock 
in the Liverpool warehouses aggregate only a little ovr 
250,000 cases. In 1906-at this time there were 421,009 cae 
on hand, in 1905, 375,000 cases, and in 1904, 514,000 cases 
London, it is said, has not to exceed 120,000 cases in the 
warehouses. The bulk of the canned salmon is warehoused 
at Liverpool. Sockeye,

It seems strange that sound business men 
should give way to a mad rush to sell as if the world had 
come to an end, and it is equally singular that so many 
business firms should utterly ignore the sacredness of a con- 
tract. However, each and all have made their record, and 
in the future will find it a help in buying, or a great ‘hind- 
rance. - The “die is cast.” 

But little business in corn can be noted, but the market 
is strong. I will continue my quotations of $1 for spot 
fancy, and 80 to 85c for standard. Before long enquiries 
will be made as to futures. While the cost of manufacture 
may be slightly more, it will be difficult, if not impossible, to 
get more than the opening prices of a year ago. ; 

The situation in the gallon apple market has improved 
most decidedly, for, notwithstanding offers for cut prices 
continue to come in, none are accepted. I should quote about 
the time this letter is published at $2.50 to $3.00 and very 
little, if any, at the lowest price. I wish to emphasize the 
fact that there were some low priced apples put up that could 
only demand very low prices, while all the “force sale” goods 
were long ago sold. 

There is not a case of blueberries, squash, pumpkin or blue- 
backs to be had, and but very few .clams.

_Eprror CANNER—Locally and in the North and East finan- 
cial conditions improved considerably during last week, and 
the indications are that the improvement will continue. Many 
factories that were closed down appear to be starting up 
again, judging from newspaper reports, so it is to be hoped 
that the financial flurry will soon seem to be only like a bad 
dream. It must be confessed, however, that the conditions 
in the South and Southwest are still unsettled and collec- 
tions are very slow. The effect of this on the ‘packers in this 
territory is, that they cannot get their money back for goods 
already shipped and those jobbers who have orders waiting

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for shipment will not let them go forward. As far as the 
poor broker is concerned, he is doing little or nothing that 
promises any revenue, his work still mainly being correspon- 
dence to prevent cancellations or to arrange for deferred ship- 
ments. It is encouraging to note, however, that the reports 
from the South during the latter part of last week were 
more favorable, although the improvement there is more 
gradual than up here in the East, yet it is a fact that con- 
ditions are on the mend and it is confidently expected that 
the financial patient will soon be convalescent. 

Many general lessons can be learned by the recent financial 
panic, among these being, that business in nearly all lines has 
been carried on by manufacturers and dealers to a larger 
extent than their capital justified. This has been not only 
the case in individual concerns but it may also be said to 
have been a national failing. Another lesson is, that in 
the newer sections*of the country, even where the merchants 
seem to be doing a large and profitable business and their 
sections are apparently on the boom, yet much of this busi- 
ness is done on capital borrowed from the older sections, 
and whenever the purse strings are tightened in the older 
sections, then embarrassment and trouble is greater than it 
would be in these ttewer States, if there was more reserve 
force behind the business. This is proven by the fact that 
it has been so hard to get collections from southern banks, 
for I am told by packers that in many instances their cus- 
tomers have paid notes and acceptances at local southern 
and southwestern banks, and yet banks here have been 
unable to get their collecting banks to make remittances for 
collections under two or three weeks’ time. The past week, 
however, cleaned a good many of these items up, and it is 
to be sincerely hoped that conditions in even these slower 
territories will continue to improve and soon regain their 
normal basis. 

The main lesson to be learned by the packer from this 
financial squeeze is, that it is good policy to sell goods when 
they show a profit. Many of them did sell this year and 
have been fairly easy during the last few weeks, as far as 
unsold stocks are concerned. Some few, however, held goods 
for higher prices and naturally they wish they had let go 
when the market was good. It is always good policy to 
sell when the market shows a fair profit, but it is particularly 
so in the line of canned goods and still more particularly, 
as far as tomatoes are concerned, for of all the sensitive com- 
modities that are traded in, tomatoes probably have no peer 
in the matter of fluctuation. 

December is always a dull month in canned goods, but it 
bids fair this year to be the dullest ever known. Little or 
no business was transacted last week. It is astonishing, that 
with so little business being done, the market should hold up 
as well as it is doing. Tomatoes remain at 80c to 82%4c 
with unlabelled goods particularly hard to find even at 82%4c 
for goods that will readily pass for standards. Oysters have 
declined a little, being obtainable at 80c for so-called 4-ounce 
and &8sc for so-called 5-ounce. I can only repeat what I 
said last week in connection with oysters, that buyers would 
do well to examine weights carefully before buying, and they 
will be safest in taking in well known brands even at a little 
higher cost, if they desire to have goods that will stand the 
test of the scales. I look for oysters to advance after the 
first of the year as raw stock is higher and will be scarcer 
as the weather gets colder. 

Apples have declined being now obtainable at 85c for 3s 
and $2.70 for 10s. These goods are good property at the 
present market for we shall undoubtedly see higher figures 
after the first of the year. Several packers put up a car or 
two each of pineapples last week but the market for the 
canned article remains as before. The unsold stocks of this 
line are so light that this late packing simply enables dealers 
to fill in some grades on which they were absolutely cleaned 
up. Peas are also worthy of buyers’ attention at this time. 
The stocks unsold are very light all over the country and 
particularly so in Baltimore. The great consuming months 
for peas are from January to May inclusive and when we 
reach the New Year we shall see this line in very active 
demand. 

There is no change to report on the general line and the 
business transacted is so light that it is very hard to state 
the market. Generally speaking, it would be safe to say, that 
on such lines as small fruits, peaches and spinach, offers of 
5c below quoted figures would be entertained, but this is 
not the case with pears and sweet potatoes as these two lines 
are scarce and very firm. TARTAR.

- - . a e ef- 
fects of the holiday influences inseparable from Thanksgiy 
ing, but not much additional interest is shown in the leading 
lines. Some buyers are making inquiries, but as yet these 
inquiries have not resulted in important business. Condition 
are no worse than last week, and on the whole would ore: 
ably be called rather better. The situation has many indica. 
tions of promise in it and after inventory is over much jm- 
provement is expected. The improvement in the financial 
world is reflected to some extent in the canned goods trade 
With optimism prevailing the outlook has assumed a more 
hopeful prospect and all interests look forward to better 
business after the turn of the year. 

Spot tomatoes are steadier. even though movement appears 
to be confined to small lots and sales chiefly between local 
jobbers. No pressure to sell is reported from first hands 
Packers quote 80c f. 0. b. factory on full standard 3s, and 
while offerings at this figure are free, bids of 214 under 
have failed to shake holders’ ideas. For No. 2s 60c regular 
is quoted f. o. b. factory, with numerous bids of 55¢ fe- 
fused. Here and there 62%c delivered can be shaded on un- 
labeled goods, but offerings at this figure are light. Gallons 
appear to be a bit groggy and some pressure to sell at $2.60 
f. o. b. factory is noted. For spot goods 82'%c appears about 
the lowest for No. 3s and 65c for 2s. Gallons can be bought 
on the spot at $2.65 delivered. While opening prices have 
not been named by western packers considerable business 
has been done subject to prices when made. Late estimates 
on the pack run about as follows: California, 1,250,000 
cases; New Jersey and Delaware, 2,000,000; Indiana, 1,300,- 
000; Maryland and Virginia, 4,500,000; total for the United 
States approximately 11,0c0,000. Spot prices are: Standard 
2s, 65@67%2c; 3s, 85@87'%4c; gallons, $2.70@2.75; New Jer- 
sey gallons, $2.80@3.00. 

Spot corn continues more or less easy on all offerings, 
State packers are quoting 80@82'%c delivered for fancy 
grades and 75c will buy standards. Western standards have 
sold down to 65c and southern Maine style, while held nomi- 
nally at 72¥%2c, most holders ask 75c f. 0. b. Some fancy 
brands are quoted up to 82%c regular f. 0. b. factory. Main 
corn is firm and prices are unchanged. In local jobbing 
circles sellers are more numerous than buyers. Spot prices 
are: State standard, 77%2.@82M%c; fancy, 82'%4@85c; South- 
ern Maine style, 75@80c; Western, 77!4@82'%4c; Maine 
standard, 90@95c; fancy, $1.00@1.05. 

Peas are quiet, but the tone is fairly satisfactory under 
moderate stocks. Some futures have been sold by western 
packers at prices to be made later, but what the relative 
quantity is cannot be learned. The price is expected to 
range I0@15c above last year’s opening. 

Beans are in moderate demand and prices are steady. 

Conditions are practically the same as previously reported. A 
slight increase in demand for baked beans is noted. 
_ Pumpkin is a shade easier under the influence of diminish- 
ing demand. Holiday purchases are over and the market 
shows the effects in the easing off of prices. Spot prices 
are: No. 3, 90c; gallons, $2.60. 

Asparagus is scarce and the market is quiet. All holders 
wish to retain what they have and will not part with any- 
thing except at firm prices. Meanwhile buyers are disposed 
to seek for bargain goods, but find them more or less scarce. 

Spinach is moving under a fair demand and prices are 
firm. Buyers are taking only small lots, but nearly all want 
a few. 

Succotash is firm, and southern pack is quoted at 8 
@82u%.c. 

Good authorities say, that the pack of gallon apples in 
New York will be about three-fifths of the 1906 pack. Last 
year it was 500,000 cases. This year it will not exceed 300,000 
cases. Of this year’s pack not more than 50,000 cases are 
left in first hands. Notwithstanding this the market has 
shown a declining tendency and quotations are lower now 
than they were two weeks ago. Nearly all packers delayed 
announcing opening prices, and then practically all named 
$3.50 o. b. It is doubtful, however, if many contracts 
were made at that figure. Buyers would not pay the price 
and pressure forced packers to make concessions, The market 
finally settled down to $3.25 here. Competition from Maine 
has been a potent factor in forcing down prices. The neces- 
sity for economy has forced many buyers to take a portion 
of their stock in Maine apples, when otherwise they would 
have bought all state pack. Southern gallons, which ordit- 
arily are not well considered here, have sold more liberally 
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than usual for the same reason. Just now the spot market 
ig dull and trade is chiefly in small lots. Pennsylvania stock 
i é I. . . 
z es are firm because of scarcity, but the market is quiet, 
with sales limited to actual requirements. 
Pineapples are a shade easy, with outside figures extreme 
on domestic pack. Singapore stock remains firm, but move- 
is light.

here. No important business is in progress. Medium red is 
quiet. Only a little pink is left in first hands and the market 
is firm. c : aa 
Sardines are firm, with good interest developing in jobbing 
circles. Little or no demand is reported from first hands.

Eprror CANNER—With the passing of the financial flurry 
business in dried fruits has improved, yet no large lots are 
moving in any quarter. Practically all buyers are conserva- 
tive in their sentiments and prefer to make only such pur- 
chases as are required to keep their trade satisfied for the 
present. i : 

Spot layer figs are lower, with a decline of Yec a pound on 
the ordinary qualities of 134 to 234-inch layer stock. Local 
importers, while not pressing stock for sale in a large way, 
are disposed to reduce holdings with a view of encouraging 
the Christmas trade. They now quote as follows: 134-inch 
layers, 7c; 2-inch, 7c; 2%4-inch, 8c; 22-inch, 9c; 2¥%-inch, 
1o%c. Considerable stock is available. The auction sales 
are having their influence on sales from store. A moderate 
demand is noted for bags and a little more interest is re- 
ported for pulled figs in a small way. Sf eco 

Spot prunes are a shade more firmly held with inside 
figures more difficult on small lots. Jobbers have bought 
some Santa Clara 30-40s and 40-50s between themselves, and 
though business from first hands is light the views of hold- 
ers are firm in the main. Some lots of 40-50s, Santa Claras 
have sold at 8%4c. In some instances it is possible to buy at 
8c. Medium and small sizes are firm. Sellers on the coast 
are firm at 334c basis for outside and 4c basis for Santa 
Claras f. 0. b. in bags. Spot Oregons are a shade more firmly 
held, with less pressure to sell rejected stock. 

Seeded raisins are steady under a temporary scarcity. Spot 
coast seeded fancy are held up to 94@o%c, with 9c quoted 
on choice. Spot eastern seeded are offered less freely at 
inside figures. Only a little demand is reported for Valencia 
seeded and they go at inside quotations. Valencia layers are 
more firmly held. Sultanas are easy and the tendency is 
lower. All California stock is more or less neglected. 

Prime apples are easy at 87%c on the spot in a small way. 
A little business for forward has been done at 834c and on 
a firm offer 854c would probably buy. A little more interest 
is reported for export and 83c f. o. b. shipping point is 
quoted. Chops and waste are dull and weak. Small fruits 
are scarce and firm. HELLGATE. 


Kansas State Board of Health’s Food Standards. 


At the last regular meeting of the Kansas State 
Board of Health standards for a variety of foods were 
adopted, “to be and remain in full force and effect, 
from and after their publication in the official state 
paper, and to be known as Regulation 37.” ‘The fol- 
lowing portion of this regulation is published as of 
interest to CANNER readers: 

Condensed milk, evaporated milk, is milk from which a 
considerable portion of water has been evaporated and con- 
tains not less than twenty-eight (28) per cent of milk solids 
of which not less than twenty-seven and five-tenths (27.5) 
per cent is milk fat. 

Sweetened condensed milk is milk from which a consid- 
erable portion of water has been evaporated and to which 
sugar (sucrose) has been added, and contains not less than 
twenty-eight (28) per cent of milk solids, of which not less 
mg twenty-seven and five-tenths (27.5) per cent is milk 
at. 

Condensed skim milk is skim milk from which a consider- 
able portion of water has been evaporated. 


B. FRUIT AND VEGETABLES. 
: Fruit and Fruit Products. " 
(Except fruit juices, fresh, sweet, and fermented, and vine- 


gars. 

Fruits are the clean, sound, edible, fleshy fructifications of 
plants, distinguished by their sweet, acid, and ethereal flavors. 

Dried fruit (a) is the clean, sound product made by dry- 
ing mature, properly prepared, fresh fruit in such a way as 
to take up no harmful substance, and conforms in name to 
the fruit used in its preparation; sun-dried fruit is dried fruit 
made by drying without the use of artificial means; evapor- 
ated fruit is dried fruit made by drying with the use of ar- 
tificial means. 

Evaporated apples are evaporated fruit made from peeled 
and cored apples, and contain not more than twenty-seven 
(27) per cent of moisture determined by the usual commer- 
cial method of drying for four (4) hours at the temperature 
of boiling water. 

(Standards for other dried fruits are in preparation.) 

Canned fruit is the sound product made by sterilizing clean, 
sound, properly matured and prepared fresh fruit, by heating, 
with or without sugar (sucrose) and spices, and keeping in 
suitable, clean, hermetically sealed containers and conforms 
in name to the fruit used in its preparation. 

Preserve (b) is the sound product made from clean, sound, 
properly matured and prepared fresh fruit and sugar (suc- 
rose) sirup, with or without spices or vinegar, and conforms 
in name to that of the fruit used, and in its preparation not 
less than forty-five (45) pounds of fruit are used to each 
fifty-five (55) pounds of sugar. 

Honey preserves (b) is preserve in which honey is used 
in place of sugar (sucrose) sirup. 

Glucose preserve (b) is preserve in which a glucose prod- 
uct is used in place of sugar (sucrose) sirup. 

Jam, marmalade (b) is the sound product made from clean, 
sound, properly matured and prepared fresh fruit and sugar 
(sucrose), with or without spices or vinegar, by boiling to 
a pulpy or semi-solid consistence, and conforms in name to 
the fruit used, and in its preparation not less than forty- 
five (45) pounds of fruit are used to each fifty-five (55) 
pounds of sugar. 

Glucose jam, glucose marmalade, (b) is jam in which a 
glucose product is used in place of sugar (sucrose). 

Fruit butter (c) is the sound product made from fruit 
juice and clean, sound, properly matured and prepared fruit, 
evaporated to a semisolid mass of homogeneous consistence, 
with or without the addition of sugar and spices or vinegar, 
and conforms in name to the fruit used in its preparation. 

Glucose fruit butter (a) is a fruit butter in which a glu- 
cose product is used in place of sugar (sucrose). 

Jelly (c) is the sound, semisolid gelatinous product made 
by boiling clean, sound, properly matured and prepared fresh 
fruit with water, concentrating the expressed and strained 
Juice, to which sugar (sucrose) is added, and conforms in 
name to the fruit in its preparation. 

Glucose jelly (c) is jelly in which a glucose product is 
used in place of sugar (sucrose). 

Canned vegetables are sound, properly matured and pre- 
pared fresh vegetables, with or without salt, sterilized by 
heat, with or without previous cooking in vessels from which 
they take up no metallic substance, kept in suitable, clean, 
hermetically sealed containers, are sound and conform in 
name to the vegetables used in their preparation. 

Pickles are clean, sound, immature cucumbers, properly 
prepared, without taking up any metallic compound other 
than salt, and preserved in any kind of vinegar, with or 
without spices; pickled onions, pickled beets, pickled beans. 
and other pickled vegetables are vegetables prepared as de- 
scribed above, and conform in name to the vegetables used. 

Salt pickles are clean, sound, immature cucumbers, pre- 
served in a solution of common salt, with or without spices. 

Sweet pickles are pickled cucumbers or other vegetables in 
the preparation of which sugar (sucrose) is used. 

Catchup (ketchup,. catsup) is the clean, sound product 
made from the properly prepared pulp of clean, sound, fresh, 
ripe tomatoes, with spices and with or without sugar and 
vinegar; mushroom catchup, walnut catchup, et cetera, ate 
catchups made as above described, and conform in name to 
the substances used in their preparation.

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Third Annual Convention Wisconsin Pea Packers’ Association 
Milwaukee, December 10 and 11, 1907, 


The convention was called to order by President 
Reynolds at 2 o'clock p. m., on Tuesday. 

Mr. R. B. Watrous of the Milwaukee Citizens’ Busi- 
ness League extended a cordial invitation to the asso- 
ciation to again meet in Milwaukee in 1909. He also 
pleaded that the association take up for consideration 
and, if possible, pass a resolution to be presented by 
the national association at Cincinnati, recommending 
that the national convention of 1909 be brought to 


Milwaukee. 
President Reynolds then read his annual address, as 


follows: 
President Reynold’s Annual Address. 


This, the third annual meeting of the Wisconsin Pea 
Packers’ Association, bids fair to be a most successful gath- 
ering, the principal factories in the state being represented. 

You will notice that the choice of this hotel for head- 
quarters somewhat cramps us for room. We are, however, 
a close community and the closer the pea packers of Wis- 
consin get together, the better it now seems to suit them. 
We are learning to value the business acquaintances and the 
friendship of our brother packer. 

Some few of the packers are however on the outside and 
are inclined to take a stand in opposition to the associa- 
tion, that is, they place but little value upon what the asso- 
ciation is doing. They seem to think that each packer is 
still trying to do his neighbor. There was a time when 
there was much opposition in the pea packing business. I 
can happily say that such opposition is rapidly passing away. 
Much of the existing good feeling can be attributed to the 
association meetings. 

At the time the Wisconsin pea packers organized very 
great need was felt for united effort on the part of the 
packers. The business was at its lowest ebb, no demand for 
spot peas, and futures being sold at such very low prices 
as to take all profit out of the business. Each packer in 
the business had an idea that his neighbor packer was try- 
ing to cut his throat, and that in order to make a sale he 
had to name a price lower than the other fellow. If you will 
remember, we found the actual cost of packing peas in the 
state by asking for the cost to each factory. The average 
cost opened the eyes of many of us and not a few found 
themselves to be actually selling future peas at a price be- 
low the average cost of packing. 

The open expression at that first meeting, for conservatism 
regarding acreage of 1906 and for not taking orders that 
did not show a profit, has had a very great share in putting 
the pea packing business in the prosperous condition it is 
in today. 

The prompt response of Wisconsin packers to the request 
to protest against raising the minimum weight for carloads 
of canned vegetables, had very much to do towards in- 
fluencing the Official Classification Committee not to raise 
the minimum until after 1907 contracts were filled. I was 
told by a railroad official shortly after the decision was 
reached that the letters of traffic managers of roads doing 
business in Wisconsin had very great influence in this de- 
cision. 

I wish to urge upon the members prompt action upon all 
requests sent out by the Secretary. Obnoxious and unjust 
legislation, railroad decisions, etc., are generally brought to 
a second hearing and nearly always settled in favor of the 
manufacturer when he has the right on his side. The pro- 
test that has weight, is made by the united effort of a num- 
ber of men engaged in the same line of business. 

It has been said to me that there is no need .of an asso- 
ciation of this kind now that the busintss is in a flourishing 
condition, prices ate good, no peas to speak of in hands 
of packers, and that it is foolish to let your neighbor know 
your plans in such ‘prosperous times as these. I disagree 
with him. In these easy selling times, prepare for war. It 
is but three short summers ago, that the Wisconsin pea 
packer was an object of pity, a producer of a manufactured 
article, the selling price of which was hammered down below 
cost of production, the owner of a plant in which the moral 
risk to an insurance company was as great as the fire risk. 
whose collateral was subjected to the closest scrutiny and 
then good only with the local banker, who in most cases 
had a personal interest and could not let f° 

Why was this so? Over production. o fear of that 


now, you say. After two years of larger pack q 
before, the market is bare. Why need = se py pies 
of such an increase in the consumption? I will tell 
why we need to fear. The urgent demands from brofeen 
for more peas to sell, the clamoring of stock holders for 
dividends, the farmers anxious for contracts, etc., will make 
each factory increase its acreage. Then, too, the promoter 
is abroad in the land. All their figures showing profit 
should be divided by two, and all figures showing capital 
needed to carry on the business should be multiplied by 
three. 

The danger from new factories the first year is 
much in the number of cases they pack, as that they ina 
ably sell below the market and cutting of price tends to 
demoralize. Had there been a full pack this year and all 
packers delivering 100%, with spot peas now on hand, the 
jobbers all supplied and this financial trouble upon us, where 
would the pea packing business be? It would be ‘on the 
down hill slide, all brakes off. This could easily have been 
if Providence had not taken a hand and dealt a partial crop 
failure. As it is with canned peas, so it is with seed peas 
Each packer supplies his wants by a future contract with a 
seed grower. Instead of a 100% delivery, in most cases only 
50% was delivered. What is the result? Prices doubled 
for what surplus seed there is.“ This condition exists wholly 
by crop failure and not by the increase in consumption 
Fully one-third more peas were planted for seed purposes 
in 1907 than ever were planted in any one year before 
Had there been a full crop Alaska seed peas would now be 
$2.00 per bushel instead of $5.50. Let the warning of the 
history of the seed trade be a warning to you. 

_ In Dec., 1901, market price spot Alaska seed was $5.00; 
in Dec., 1902, $2.50 to $3.00; in Dec., 1903, $1.25 to $1.50. The 
amount of seed planted in 1902 was lessened by seedsmen 
selling the seed stock at the high price. The small planting 
kept the price in fall of 1902 about where Alaska peas be- 
long, $2.50 to $3.00. With the thought of the $5.00 seed 
still in their minds, the seedsmen planted heavily of $2.50 
to $3.00 seed, spring of 1903, and so took all profit out of 
their business and dropped Alaska peas to $1.25 and even 
lower in 1903. 

_ Naturally I am optimistic and believe in pushing business, 
in factory improvement, in increased acreage, in increasing 
the product each year by 25% bounds, in striving for busi- 
ness to the extent of doing all that can be done to force 
other. packers’ brands out of the hands of their steady cus- 
tomers and introducing one’s own, in fact in pushing the 
pack regardless of market conditions and of the business 
rights of others. After several years of such aggressive 
policy, it has been demonstrated to me that there are other 
ways and other methods more remunerative and much more 
satisfactory. 

_ If you want to increase, do it along the lines of economiz- 
ing in labor by installing such machinery as will help to 
economize. Get a higher price for your output by closer at- 
tention to quality, and quality can only be produced by the 
best of. factory arrangement and by harvesting the peas 
when in right condition (and the right condition only exists 
from the morning of one day to the noon of the same day), 
by conservative and judicious planting. Be in a position to 
push your harvest. Don’t let it push you. One hour’s too 
much sun will turn the quality in ordinary July weather of 
a field of Alaska peas from a fancy Early June in the 4 
size to a Standard, and three hours more will run it into a 
second, in which the 4 Alaska will not stand the process, 
but will have cloudy liquor with sediment in the can. 

By not branching out too much, be in a position financially 
to handle your business, even in hard times. If your fac- 
tory earned more in 1907 than you wish to divide, buy a 
farm, but don’t invest it in more factories or for any material 
increase in the pack of canned peas except as to supply the 
natural increase of the sales of your own customers and 
on your own brands at that. 

__ The danger is not so much from new factories, and even 
if it were so, no power on earth could head off a new factory 
when once properly promoted. 

So to the old packers I must say: settle down to a good 
square trot and don’t side step each time the noise and bustle 
of a high price year strikes you. 

_ A word as to pro rata delivery contracts. Any contract 
in which the packer guarantees his delivery, is one in which 
he guarantees that the seed he purchases will germinate 
(and he must guarantee it as the seedsman will not) that 
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the land he cultivates is neither too high nor too low, too 
wet or too dry and is fertile, and that such fertility is suited 
for growing a green pea crop (and the packer must guaran- 
tee the land as the farmer will not), the favorable action of 
heat and cold, rain and sun, the harvesting of the crop in the 
right condition, the threshing of the peas without cracking, 
and also that the peas are in the proper condition to stand 
the process without injury. He must guarantee the ordinary 
signed sales ticket called a contract by which a jobber buys 
future peas is one in which he has a packer at his mercy. 
If price goes down quality must be delivered to make up 
the difference in price. ; 

The present financial stringency has demonstrated many 
times over that contracts can be turned back on the packer 
very easily, and for no other reason than that the purchase 
was not a good one. The packer has no alternative but to 
take his medicine. Forty per cent of all the peas packed in 
Wisconsin in 1907 were sold under a pro rata contract. 
Then why not the other 60%? Walter B. Timms of Austin, 
Nichols & Co., New York City, one of the largest buyers of 
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canned goods in the United States, says that it is not the 
contract, it is the man behind the contract. 

I believe that the members of this association are men 
behind any contract they make and that a pro rata contract 
means as many cases of peas for the jobber as the packer 
produces. 

The jobbers have the tricky packer spotted and he should 
be tied hand and foot or turned down entirely, but they 
must not make the reliable packer suffer. Also the packers 
should compare notes on the jobbers and refuse to sell to 
the black sheep, to the ones who always want 2%c or Sc off. 
I want the members of the Wisconsin Pea Packers’ Associa- 
tion te prove by their actions that they are in the pea pack- 
ing business not alone for their own good, but for the good 
of the business. 

We are to have an endorsement of the Pure Food Law 

by Dr. Frazer. 
_I hope that some member will make a strong demand for 
tin cans made of heavier tin plate than is now used and 
that tin can be made standard, and that standard fixed either 
by law, or by the purchasing power of the united canners 
of the United States. 

Dr. A. C. Fraser of the Albert Landreth Co., Mani- 
towoc, stated that he being placed on the programme 
for an address upon any scientific subject came as a 
great surprise to him, but his well known ability in 
the speaking line stood him in good stead and he made 
a speech full of good conscientious advice to his fellow 
packers, based upon his personal experience in the 
management of what is generally acknowledged to be 
the parent concern of the pea packing business. His 
talk was so broad-minded that it came as a surprise to 
many packers who had been under the impression that 
the Landreth Company were especially jealous and 
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antagonistic to their competitors. He advocated doing 
away with “knife work,” or as he put it, “gentlemen, 
throw away your cutlery;”’ he advocates the encour- 
agement of small or local associations, claiming that 
they are especially desirable for the accomplishment 


/ 
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of purely local purposes which cannot be properly 
dealt with by a national association. 
PURE FOOD. 

From the standpoint of practical experience Dr. 
Fraser claims now as he has always claimed that the 
Wisconsin pea packers do not know anything about 
impure food, so that while of course they are generally 
interested, the pure food law has no direct bearing 
upon them. They have, of course, suffered to some 
extent with the rest of the packing industry from the 
erroneous and grossly exaggerated impressions that 
canned goods have been impure. 

: PRICES. 

The doctor has very pronounced ideas upon this 
swbject and his experience entitles him to the most 
serious consideration. It is his belief that the opera- 
tion of the canning factory should be conducted at a 
profit of not less than 20 per cent over cost of pro- 
duction. The packer is compelled to take chances on 
the weather, etc., which makes it impossible to con- 
duct his business on the margin of profit governing 
ordinary commercial lines. 

He also advocates the packer keeping his business 
more in his own hands than has been the custom of 
late years, by controlling his own prices, terms, etc., 
not depending upon middlemen so much as has been 
almost the general custom. 

THE PURE FOOD LAW. 

On this subject Dr. Fraser stated that he need say 
nothing more than that this law has been of immense 
benefit to the industry in general. 

QUALITY. 

He stated that there had never yet been a surplus 
of really high quality of peas, even during times of 
depression. Depression has only affected peas of poor 
quality which were put in competition with better 
grades to the disadvantage of the latter. There is no 
excuse for poor peas being packed in Wisconsin, which 
is the best growing section so far discovered in the 
United States. 

High quality in peas commands price, and will aver- 


age better results than high and low in the same pack, 
HANDLING OF PRODUCT. 

The most important feature is the gathering of the 
peas, which must be carefully supervised by the pack- 
ers’ own people. The condition in which they are 
received is all important, as no method of processing 
can overcome the disadvantage of poor condition of 
the raw material. At the conclusion of Dr. Fraser’s 
remarks there was hearty applause. 

Dr. Bissing, of the Chisholm-Scott Co., was called 
upon to say something regarding the financial situa- 
tion, but declined to enter into any lengthy discussion, 
or in any way pose as an expert upon finance. 


Ask Emergency Currency Legislation. 


In view of the present situation, however, and the 
disposition of congress to attempt something with the 
view to improve same, he suggested that the following 
resolution be considered by the association and if 
favorably thought of presented to congress through 
the regular channels: 

The Wisconsin Pea Packers’ Association in convention 

assembled at Milwaukee, Wis., records the fact that they have 
just passed through a prosperous season and have reason to 
look forward with confidence to the coming as another equal- 
ly prosperous year. ; 
_ They realize that the present financial situation is at least 
in some part due to faults in our currency and banking sys- 
tems, all of which cannot. be speedily rectified. They be- 
lieve with most of the business interests of the country that 
some amelioration of present conditions can be brought about 
by emergency financial measure, even if such be temporary 
in character. aes 

Therefore, they petition the Congress of United States to 
forthwith pass such an emergency: bill as may be considered 
for the best interests of all. 

Resolved, Further that the Secretary of this Association be 
and hereby is instructed to transmit a copy of this petition 
to the Congressional delegation from Wisconsin. Resolution 
having been moved and seconded was unanimously carried. 

Mr. A. M. Bellick, of the Columbus Canning Co., 
strongly advocated the proper installation of cost sys- 
tems in connection with canning industry, claiming 
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that such a plan could be followed without difficulty. 

Mr. Friend F. Wiley, secretary of the Western 
Packers’ Canned Goods Association, was present and 
laid before the association the difficulties he has ex- 
perienced in securing statistics for his monthly re- 
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rts. He stated that he finds it practically impossible 


to get figures from many of the members.

Our faith in the re- 
sources of the American people, the solvency of financial in- 
stitutions, and the credit of the firms with whom we deal, 
have never wavered. Business improves; retard not its prog- 
ress, become its ally, run with it. Work with it, not against 
it. Light its way by careful, painstaking, enterprising, ener- 
getic action. You'll see the interest it excites, the hopes in- 
spired, its sluggish blood quickened and sent coursing through 
a thousand veins and channels. The hard, solid road to 
business success is directly in front. Let’s begin the march! 


Want Louisiana Food Law Amended. 


The following is, in part, a statement, prepared by 
Geo. P. Thompson, vice president of the New Orleans 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association, giving the substance 
of the results of the hearing of the grocery jobbers 
recently before the president of the Louisiana State 
Board of Health: 

Regulation 16 (I), providing for the use of old labels that 
might technically violate the law. Old labels can be used 
provided they are corrected by either using stickers or ob- 
literation of any matter that might appear to be a misbrand- 
ing, just so the label conforms to the spirit of the law, and 
there will be no prosecution. The proper correction must 
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be made, however, to prevent any deception. Dr. Irion stated 
he would like to have any doubtful labels submitted to them 
as they were corrected, so that they could be approved. Any 
label submitted to the board that is not approved, the owner 
will be notified. It was agreed that all old labels can be 
used up, with the proper corrections as authorized above, 
but new labels would have to be correct. 

Regulation 32, Canned Goods—As to dating of canned 
goods, it was shown that this was impracticable, and was 
not required by the national law, therefore no dating will 


be required. 
Milk Condensed—No dating of cans will be required. 
Regulation 42, Dried Fruit—As sulphur is used in bleach- 
ing and this very mooted question of sulphur used in con- 
nection with molassés and sugar as a clarifier has not been 
settled by the national authorities, its use will be permitted, 
until the national regulations are changed. 


Claims Nebraska Law as Unconstitutional. 


The representative of Swift & Co. at Lincoln, Neb., 
has been charged with violating the Nebraska pure 
food law and last week attacked the law in the Lin- 
coln district court on the ground that it is unconsti- 
tutional. 

The defendants declare that if the law is upheld by 
the court that it will be considered a penal offense to 
fail to place the net weight of the contents on food 
packages sold in that state. Swift & Co.’s representa- 
tives stated several reasons showing why it is impos- 
sible to do as the law requires. 


Sanitary Can a Fine Package for Pickles. 


Sanitary cans are coming into use as a package for 
pickles, because the tin container enables picklers to 
reduce cost, which has bven found very desirable in a 
season like the present, ile: a shortage in the cu- 
cumber yield put prices on the manufactured onto a 
very high level. The advance in glass has added ma- 
terially to prices. 

Pickles cannot be kept satisfactorily when they 
come in contact with tin, and for this reason cans have 
never been used as containers for this article until 
recently. It is possible now to pack pickles in cans 
only when containers are enaimel-lined, as it is the 
lining that protects or prevents the pickles from com- 
ing ‘in contact with the metal. 

We recently received from the Sanitary Can Co., 
of Fairport, N. Y., some cucumber pickles put up in 
their well known Sanitary can. The contents were 
examined and found excellent in every respect. The 
flavor was fine and in no way had the goods been dam- 
aged by the tin package, the enamel affording perfect 
protection and making the tin not only a practicable, 
but in some ways a package preferable to glass. 


Secretary Wiley Goes to Milwaukee. 


Secretary F. F. Wiley of the Western Packers’ 
Canned Goods Association was in Chicago several 
hours on Tuesday en route from Edinburg, Ind., to 
attend the meeting of the western association in Mil- 
waukee yesterday. Secretary Wiley takes an optimis- 
tic view of the outlook for next season. He states 
that there are very few spot tomatoes or other canned 
goods held in first hands in Indiana. The Indiana 
tomato packers who own any spot stock, Secretary 
Wiley says, are holding on confidently. 

Secretary Wiley expressed his satisfaction with the 
action of the national committee in deciding to hold 
‘the annual convention in Cincinnati next February. 
The official of the western association anticipates a 
large attendance from both the east and the west.

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Vinegar Men Threaten to Enjoin Missouri Food 
Commissioner. 


Food Commissioner Washburn of. Missouri is just 
now the storm, center of manufacturers of vinegar, 
“because,” says the Journal of Commerce, “of his 
stand that no vinegar shall be allowed sold in the state 
unless it is the bonafide product of apples. The man- 
ufacturers of other vinegars, of which there are scores 
on the market, claim that this is unjust, and they are 
considering injunction proceedings to head off prose- 
cution. 

“The vinegar men are antagonistic to the position 
of Commissioner Washburn, because they say he is 
ruling in a manner which favors the handlers of cider 
vinegar to the detriment of vinegars made by pro- 
cesses other than treating the apple product. 

“This, the manufacturers say, is an unjust discrim- 
ination against their product, as it is a matter of 
récord that there has been nothing demonstrated 
which shows that other makes of vinegar than cider 
goods are dangerous to the public health. 

“The charge that the pure food commissioner’s rep- 
resentatives have been exceeding their authority comes 
in the nature of complaints concerning the use of the 
term ‘grape sugar vinegar,’ a product made by the 
F. A. Kauffman Manufacturing Company, and by 
them alone. 

“Recently a letter was addressed to Commissioner 
Washburn, asking if there is any ban against vinegar 
of that brand. 

“Replying, Commissioner Washburn has this to say 
regarding vinegar: 

“You can inform the trade emphatically, and once 
for all, that the word “vinegar,” standing alone or 


coupled with such words as “table,” “family” of 
“choice” vinegar, or any non-descriptive word, means 
vinegar made from the pure juice of the apple.’ 

“The vinegar men cite that both Webster and the 
Century dictionaries take issue with Commissioner 
Washburn in his ruling that vinegar, in itself, comes 
only from the juice of the apple, for cider vinegar js 
placed in the background in the definitions in both 
dictionaries. 

“*T have consulted the best legal talent I can find,’ 
said Mr. Kauffman in an interview, ‘and I have noti- 
fied Commissioner Washburn that if any of his men 
make any more such statements I will ask for an in- 
junction restraining them from doing so, and I: will 
also bring damage suits against any man who makes 
any such representations. If Commissioner Wash- 
burn wishes to test my right, I am perfectly willing 
to have him do so, but I am not willing to stand for 
having any man working under him interfere with my 
business without warrant of law.’ 

“Vinegar and oleomargarine seem to be the par- 
ticular articles at which the Missouri authorities have 
been aiming their arrows, and manufacturers of both 
these ‘staples say they will welcome a suit which will 
bring the fine points of the law to a test.” 


Effect of Sulphurous Acids and Sulphites on 
Digestion and Health. 

The Bureau of Chemistry has issued Circular No, 
37 by Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief, on the general results 
of the investigations showing the effect of sulphurous 
acid and sulphites upon digestion and health. In its 
general conclusions Bulletin 37 says:

individual cases, and the summaries of the results, it 
appears that the administration of sulphurous acid in 
the food, either in the form of sulphurous-acid gas in 
solution or in the form of sulphites, is objectionable 
and produces serious disturbances of the metabolic 
functions and injury to digestion and health. This 
injury manifests itself in a number of different ways, 
both in the production of clinical symptoms which 
indicate serious disturbances, malaise, or positive suf- 
fering, and also by inducing certain changes in the 
metabolic processes which are not manifested in the 
‘way of ordinary clinical symptoms, and are only de- 
. tected by careful chemical and microscopical study of 
the excretory products. It can be safely said from 
the evidence adduced that the administration of 
sodium sulphite and sulphurous acid, as above indi- 
cated, produces a marked influence of an unfavorable 
character on metabolism. As a result of this action, 
an assimilation of food materials containing organic 
phosphorus is retarded, while there is evidence of in- 
creased sulphur katabolism. The sulphur balance 
sheets show what an immense burden has been added 
to the already over-worked kidneys, which are called 
upon in this case to remove nearly all, if not quite all, 
of the added sulphur from the body, previously con- 
verted, in great part, to sulphuric acid. It is not pos- 
sible that placing upon the kidneys this increased

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work of excreting sulphur can result in anything but 
injury. The fact that the microscopic crystalline and 
amorphous bodies in the urine are increased in num- 
ber under the influence of the added sulphur, is 
another indication of the extraordinary demands made 
upon the kidneys in such circumstances. 

“This increase is interesting in respect of the effect 
which. the continued exhibition of sulphurous acid 
must eventually have upon the structure of the kid- 
ney. It is reasonable to suppose that the continued 
use of a body which produces such results would 
cause lesions of a histological character that eventually 
would develop conditions which would give serious 
apprehension. In the nature of these experiments it 
was not possible to examine the organs of the body 
histologically and hence the above conclusion is only 
based upon experience of a similar character where 
the organs in question have been subject to such ex- 
aminations. While there might be no distinguishable 
lesion of the kidneys produced during a period of 
twenty or thirty days, or even longer, it is plain that, 
sooner or later, lesions of a very serious character, 
producing organic diseases, possibly of an incurable 
type, would be induced. The further observation that 
there is a marked tendency to the production of al- 
buminuria, although of an incipient character, is an 
indication of the unfavorable results of the adminis- 
tration of the sulphurous acid. It is, therefore, evi- 
dent that by increasing the burden upon the excretory 
organs, the administration of sulphur in the form 
mentioned is highly detrimental to health. 

“All of these tendencies cannot be interpreted as 
being other than of a decidedly harmful nature. 
Another effect which the administration of the sulphur 
produced, and one of a more serious character still, 
is found in the impoverishment of the blood in re- 
spect of the number of red and white corpuscles there- 
in. The administration of a substance which dimin- 
ishes by a notable percentage these important com- 
ponent particles of the blood must be regarded in 
every sense as highly prejudicial to health. Some of 
the most important functions of the blood, as has 
been well established by careful physiological studies, 
are intimately connected with the number and activity 
of both the red and white corpuscles. The bleaching 
effect of the sulphurous acid upon the color of the 
blood is a matter of less consequence and no great 
effect is produced upon the hemoglobin, but the 
diminution of the number of red and white corpuscles 
is a matter of serious concern.” 


The Harm of Hoarding. 


There is evidence that much of the money with- 
drawn from banks and trust companies in the last 
few days has not been deposited in other institutions 
or put to any use, but has simply been hoarded 
—-Z“*.-F-% 

Where there is no reason to suspect the strength of 
a bank it is worse than folly to draw money from it 
for the purpose of hoarding. It is almost a crime, 
for it weakens that bank when it needs its strength and 
it drains the vital currents of finance when they are 
necessary to the general health and safety. People 
with money in the bank should leave it there unless 
they actually need it. There is said to have been a 
slow process of drawing from savings banks to hoard 
away for some time, and if this is so it has served to 
aggravate the present situation, for the bulk of savings 
bank funds are not lying idle waiting to be taken 
away, but are earning interest for depositors by being 
in use in safe investments and mortgage loans. In the 
aggregate they are large, and drawing them away 
tends to contract the resources of the financial world, 
They should be left alone unless needed for expendi- 
tures which would send them into circulation. Un- 
necessary drawing from savings banks helps to em- 
barrass other banks, for a margin of funds received is 
kept on deposit with these to meet requirements for 
paying out. Drawing from the savings compels draw- 
ing from the deposits in other banks, and if carried 
too far compels realizing upon investments and loans, 
perhaps at a sacrifice. Runs upon savings banks at 
the present time are not only senseless but mis- 
chievous. ‘ 

Every dollar hoarded away now, through ignor- 
ance, timidity or blind disregard of possible conse- 
quences, is so much actual money taken out of use 
just when its use would be most beneficial, not for 
somebody’s personal profit but for the general safety. 
The banks need to maintain their reserves to preserve 
their strength and safeguard the interests of their cus- 
tomers and all that depends upon them, and money 
hoarded is taken from reserves where it helps to sup- 
port credit. People capable of understanding” this 
should avoid drawing their money from banks for the 
purpose of keeping it themselves or hiding it away in 
safe deposit vaults. They should counsel those who 
do not understand it to keep their money in the banks
